I portance, with regard both to the 
Love of my God, and the Pardon of 
my Sins; For the very Circumſtan- 


ces of my Sawonr*s Death are lively 
Em- 
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Emblems of my Saviour Mercy : In- 
fomuch that when I bchold his 
Head inclining on the Croſs, me- 


thinks I ſee him bowing to falute 


me: When I view his wide expand. 
ed Arms, they ſeem to me in a 
Poſture ready to embrace me. His 
open Hands are Repreſentations of the 
Bleſſings he beſtows upon me; and 
his gaping Side loudly beſpeaks the 
Ardour of his Love, which is in his 
very Heart: He is lifted up on high, 
that he might draw all Men to Hime 
ſelf: His Wounds look pale and war 
with Anguiſh of Pain, but they ſhine 
bright and freſh with the Fervors of 
Love; and through the Opening of 
his Mounds, we have Acceſs to the 
Secrets of his Heart : With Him muſt 
needs be plenteous Redemption, ſince 
not here and there a ſingle Drop, 
but a whole Stream of Blood flowed

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Part of his wounded Body. As the 
Grape that is preſſed in the Wines 
Preſs diffuſes its Juice in abundance;
